M artial law has been proclaimed throughout 
the country and German and Austro-Hungarian troops 
have occupied Prague, Pilsen, Pisek and Tabor. 


The dispatches report that the movement has spread 
to Moravia and that there has been fighting in Brunn, the 
capital; Olmutz and Skoda, the latter being the seat of the 
big Austrian gun plant where work is said to be suspended.

Machine guns, the messages add, have been posted 
in the principal streets of Prague and artillery likewise 
is in position. The populace, it is declared, is in no wise 
intimidated, however, and there is reason to believe that 
the people have arms. It is even reported that there is 
fighting now in the streets of Prague.

MOLLUSKS MAKE GOOD SOUP 


Thrown Up on Florida Beaches by the 
Waves They Are Collected and 
Sold to Hotels. 


Along the Florida honchos a very 
common and familiar k ind of rock is 
wholly composed of the shells of a 
small species of mollnsk , oval in shape 
and half qn inch ljjng. 
It is called 
“coquina,” and is hard on the feet if 
one walk s over it without shoes. 
In beds below the line of low tide 
are mollusk s of the same k ind, alive. 
Their bivalve shells are pink , blue and 
of other colors, quite brilliant, so that 
In places the beaches arp beautiful to 
the eye, groat numbers of them being 
thrown up by the waves along the 
shore. 
Under sueh circumstances they soon 
die, of course, leaving their pretty 
shells to adorn the strand. 
But there 
are always plenty of live ones at the 
water’s edge, and these an* gathered 
in quantity at some of the winter re­ 
sorts by boys who collect them \vltl( 
rak es and carry them In bask ets to the 
hotels for sale. 
They 
are 
used for 
soup, 
being 
pressed to a pulp in order to extract 
their Juice. 
The latter, strained and 
heated, affords a very delicious table 
beverage k nown as “coquina broth.” 
It is particularly recommended for In­ 
valids and persons with weak diges­ 
tion.

come when she will seek peace in a leas arrogant and high handed mood.

They are d ecoys for the Herman sn ip­ 
er to shoot at an d thus d isclose his 
hid in g place. 
Lon g lin es of these d um m y fig­ 
ures lean again st the walls of the 
“ toy shop,” as the sold iers call it, 
a huge build in g where compan ies 
an d regimen ts of imitation sold iers 
are man ufactured . 
Sold ier head s, 
some barehead ed an d others wear­ 
in g helmets, are first mod elled by 
sculptors workin g in soft white clay. 
This is repeated In papier mache. 
A big oven bakes tin * papier mache 
heads 
to the 
required 
hard n ess. 
Then they pass to th e artists, who 
put on the n atural tin t of flesh, un ­ 
iform and helmet. 
Fin ally they are 
moun ted on stout poles 
an d 
are 
read y to be held up as d ecoys alon g 
the tren ches, to d raw the fire of the 
en emy. 
Very often an en emy sn ip­ 
er will d isclose his w hereabouts by 
takin g a shot at on e of these papier 
mache 
sold iers 
peerin g 
ovmr 
the 
tren ch fron t. 
Turn in g from the plaster d ecoys 
the correspon d en ts were sud d en ly 
con fron ted by a whole regimen t of 
sold iers arm ed an d in full field equip­ 
men t, an d th row n out in open ord er 
as the men go forward in the early 
morn in g raid s. 
But in stead of bein g 
real sold iers, this was a regim en t of 
“ silhouettes.” 
Each figure was life- 
size, pain ted on thin board , an d cut 
out much as child ren cut out paper 
d olls. 
Some were kn eelin g an d fir- 


in g; 
others were firin g 
from 
the 
! should er; an d others stood at rest. 
They were fin e lookin g “ men ,” ev­ 
ery on e of them, an d the work of the 
best artists. 
These silhouettes are on e of our 
most effeclive mean s of camouflage, 
it was ex plain ed . 
They are used in 
the early d awn , when th ere is a mist 
which makes it d ifficult to d etect the 
d eception . 
Durin g the n ight they 
are posted In open ord er far in the 
fron t. 
As d aylight breaks the en e­ 
my sees this army d imly outlin ed 
through the mist. 
It usally d raw s the 
fire of m achin e gun s an d batteries, 
an d gives in ad van ce th e main lin es 
of en emy resistan ce. 
W ith this d is­ 
closed , the men leap forw ard an d 
livin g figures take the place of the 
pain ted silhouettes. 
Near the silhouettes, artists were 
turn in g out a n umber of most artis­ 
tic tree stumps. 
The stum p looked 
very n atural, cover with moss, hut 
each was a han d y box from which 
a sn iper could work with his gun . 
On e of these han d y box es was in sid e 
a pile of old tin can s; an d in an other, 
the observer looked through an ori­ 
fice of a helmet which had ap p ar­ 
en tly fallen on the battlefield .

the can s an d (he helmet were n ot 
r e a l— all camouflage. 


A very effective camouflage, used 
alon g th e top of tren ches, is a sim ­ 
ple box of rough, Irregular shape, 
pain ted to resemble earth an d cover­ 
ed with gravel an d twigs.

set upon the ed ge of thffe tren ch an d 
looks jus t like the rest of the earth, 
but in sid e there is room 
for the 
head an d should er of a sold ier, who 
can look about as though head an d 
should er above the tren ch.
